Funeral services are planned for Wednesday at 
11 a.m. at Sierra Madre Congregational Church for 
Frank Kuchenski, 53 who died suddenly Sunday 
morning.

Because the Sierra Madre 
News went to press before 
the City Council meeting so 
that foothill people could 
have the news early this holi¬ 
day week. Mayor Pro Tern 
Clem Bartolai shared his 
thoughts of how the coun¬ 
cil would vote on several of 
the agenda items. 

Probably the three most 
controversial issues are over¬ 
night parking, awarding of 
the Sierra Madre street sweep¬ 
ing contract and the pro¬ 
posed placement of a fire 
horn in Kersting Court. 

Concerning overnight park¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre, the Beau- 

vehicles parked along the 
streets have permits. In order 
to discourage eill-night park¬ 
ing the group suggested to 
the City Council that the 
price of an overnight permit 
be raised from S12 a year. 

In a letter to the council, 
Barbara Godley, speaking as 
chairman of the Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee, recommend¬ 
ed that the basic fees for the 
“necessity” parking be de~ 
termined by the cost incurred 
by the police department at 
the discretion of the depart¬ 
ment in all phases of investi¬ 
gation, processing and en¬ 


forcement. 

“That any vehicles over 
and above the ordinance ap¬ 
plicable to the one be con¬ 
sidered ‘convenience’ park¬ 
ing and issued permits at a 
rate we suggest at no less than 
$15 per month per vehicle,” 
Godlley’s letter reads. 

At the request of the coun¬ 
cil, Chief Bill Betts completed 
a study and outlined a pro¬ 
gram for overnight parking 
permit renewals to begin 
Dec. 1. He'notes that fol¬ 
lowing application and pay¬ 
ment made at the police de¬ 
partment, the vehicle will be 
given temporary parking 

will receive an on-scene in¬ 
vestigation. 

Betts says it now takes about 
35 minutes per permit appli¬ 
cation “but with a more e.x- 
tended investigation we can 
expect about 45 minutes per 
applicant” Cost? .■\bout 
$18.38. 

Mayor Pro Tern bartolai 
questions if $24 per year re¬ 
commendation by the police 
department is enough to cover 
actual costs. He adds that 
application procedures and 
approval standards concern¬ 
ing overnight parking on the 
streets proposed by the police 


“should put more teeth” in 
the ordinances already on the 
books. 

Relative to another agenda 
item — the street sweeping 
contract — probably the most 
important question concerns 
the age of the equipment 
owned by the three bidders 
for the job in Sierra Madre, 
Bartolai states. 

R. F. Dixon’s 1982 machine 
is without question the new¬ 
est and he has bid $29,100 
per year or $16.72 per mile. 

Benjamin McGee, with a 
1974 machine, has bid $27,840 
per year, $16 per curb mile. 

T. J. Burres, the incum- 


amounts to $16.55 per curb 
mile. 

Bartolai points out that 
there is a 3®/o difference be¬ 
tween bids. 

A letter to the council 
form city administration says 
the city does receive “occa- 
sionai complaints (about 
Burres) anf T. J. Burres is 
capable of satisfactory serv¬ 
ice with a new stipulation 
requiring a telephone answer¬ 
ing machine or service.” 

Director of Public Works 
Thomas P. Kirk believes “the 
operator is very important. . . 
and just new equipment does 


not necessarily assure a bet¬ 
ter job for that reason.” He 
is in Burres’ corner and be¬ 
lieves the city should stay 
with the man they have had 
m the past. 

The next agenda item that 
might cause some contro- 
very is the possible place¬ 
ment of a fire horn in Ker¬ 
sting Court. 

Mayor Pro Tern explains 
that the reason Kersting 
Court has been chosen for 
the location instead of the 
city yards is because of its 
central location in town. The 
horn was originally located 
in the old city hall. However, 
jopg; its renovation by de- 

removal m ttoe’Horn 
was imperative. 

Is the fire department loca¬ 
tion at 242 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. another feasible possi¬ 
bility for placement of the 
horn? 

Bartolai says the time clock 
is missing and now a smaller 
compressor is required. That 
could be a major capital ex¬ 
penditure, he explains. 

The council will also ap¬ 
prove a proclamation for the 
observance of Bill of Rights 
Week, Dec. 12-19. 

The three Rose Float Prin¬ 
cesses will be introduced by 
Helen Walker.

Many people think Christmas has become too 
hedonistic, too nonreligious. But the holiday has al¬ 
ways been filled with pagan traditions. 

Kissing under the mistletoe, decorating the Christ¬ 
mas tree, even the time of year Christmas is cele¬ 
brated, have their roots in pre-Christian ritual and 
myth. 

Over the centuries, Christendom has taken pagan 
rituals and integrated them into its own celebrations, 
according to professors of religion. 

The day now celebrated as Christmas was ori¬ 
ginally Saturnalia, a Roman feast day honoring the 
god Saturn. It was a holiday of merrymaking and 
gift giving. 

The Roman New Year celebration may also have 
innucnced our Christmas festivities. During the Ro¬ 
man holiday, homes were decorated with greenery 
and lights. 

(. hristmas became the most important Roman 
holiday when, in 325 A.D., at the Council of Nicaea, 
C'onstantinc made Christianity the official religion 
of the Roman Empire. 

1 he celebration of the advent of Christ replaced 
Saturnalia as the major celebration. 

“No one knows when Christ was born or where. 
It was probably in the springtime, when weather was 
good enough for travel.’’ 

In ancient Persia (now called Iran), pagans cele¬ 
brated the birthdate of the mystery god Mithra, the 
Sun of Righteousness, on December 25. 

Although pagans throughout the world used 
tiees as symbols of celebration long before Christ- 
tnas, the Christmas tiee as we know it originated in 
Germany. 

The tannenbaum— the Christmas tree — came 
from the Reformation which took place near the 
Black Forest, where people celebrated everything by 
decorating with trees and boughs. 

German Lutherans originally hung wafers, sym¬ 
bolizing hosts, on their trees. Eventually, the wafers 
were replaced by cookies and candles. By the 18th 
century, the custom was widespread. German immi¬ 
grants introduced the custom in the United States. 

The custom of kissing under the mistletoe seems 
to have been derived from Roman, Celtic, and Teu¬ 
tonic influences. 

One tradition holds that the Trojan hero Aeneas, 
legendary forefather of the Romans, carried mistle¬ 
toe when he descended into Hades. On his return, 
the sprig opened the gates and enabled Aeneas to 
leave safely. 

In Nocm mvvWoVo^v, mviV V..0V.V 

used mistletoe to kill Balder, the sun god of summer, 
innoncence and purity. Loki convinced Hodur, Bal- 
der’s blind twin brother, to throw some mistletoe in 
play. Loki guided the bough so that it killed poor 
Haider. 

But the myth goes on to say that Balder, after 
the twilight of the gods, will return toa new hea¬ 
ven. Thus, the myth— and the mistletoe— suggests 
renewal after death. 

Mistletoe was important in Celtic ritual, too. 

On some oaks— which Celts called the tree of life— 
the parasitic mistletoe grew. When the tree shed its 
lca\ es, the evergreen mistletoe seemed the only sign 
of life. Amid the bleakness of winter, the leaves pro- 
mi-cd a springtime resurrection of life. 

Ai the clima.x of a Druid fertility rite, the p iest 
cut mistletoe from an oak, using a golden sickle. At¬ 
tendants caught the bough in a snow-white sheet. 

1 hen the priest and his attendants sacrificed a pair of 
white hulls. 

I oda>'s custom of kissing under the mistletoe is 
a somewhat tamer ritual derived from the ancient fer- 
tilitv rile.

Orla Pedersen 

Orla Pedersen was born in 
Roust, a city on the west coast 
of Denmark. He lived there 
for 16 years before he and his 
family immigrated to the Uni¬ 
ted States. With his family he 
lived in Northern California 
working on a dairy farm and 


going to school to learn En¬ 
glish. 

He worked as an appren¬ 
tice painter for seven years, 
and Pecame a U.S. citizen in 
1957. He married Swedish- 
born, May-Britt in 1958 and 
they have two children, La- 
vonne, 21, and Orla, 18. 

For the past 18 years, Pe¬ 
dersen, a developci, has lived 
in Arcadia. 

In 1973 he joined the Ar¬ 
cadia Rotary Club. He served 
on its Board of Directors 
for four years and in 1978 
became International Service 
Chairman. As the chairman 
of this committee he helped 
establish a project which 
served to build good will with 
our close foreign neighbors 
in Tijuana, Mexiee 
Together with the Tijuana 
Rotary Club, the House of 
Hope Orphanage was chosen 
as a needy establishment. 
Soon after, Pedersen, along 


sanitary facilities. Pedersen 
and Rotary volunteers spent 
time in the facilities and in¬ 
stalled a septic system and 
toilets for the children. They 
also traveled south across the 
border during the Christmas 
holidays in a truck carrying 
2'A tons of clothes, food, and 
gifts for three orphanages lo¬ 
cated in the Tijuana area. 
Santa Claus handed out the 
bounty at the Christmas par¬ 
ties to 250 children. 

During the last five years 
Orla and the people who have 
become involved with this pro¬ 
ject have donated a 7500- 
gallon water tank and built 
a $30,000 building complete 
with kitchen, dining room and 
restrooms, all of which have 
been underwritten by dona¬ 
tions from Rotarians and in¬ 
terested citizens of the com¬ 
munity. 

When speaking about this 
massive endeavor, Pedersen 
makes an interesting point.

Therefore, it’s 
practically impossible to adopt 
a Mexican orphan.” 


Pedersen explains that what 
started out as a program for 
1978 has mushroomed over 
the last five years. This year 
it expanded to what is now 
known as ‘‘Rotary Amigos,” 
a sponsorship program that 
allows any family or indi¬ 
vidual to sponsor a child 
for $15 month.

You want a basket of 
goodies? You need to order 
a basket of goodies for some¬ 
body? Your wish is granted 
if you stop at Happy’s Liquor 
lotated at 12 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

It was about four decades 
ago when Leo Mendel de¬ 
cided to open a liquor store.

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Christmas Plant Actually a Parasite 


Although mistletoe conjures romantic or senti¬ 
mental thoughts in the minds of many people, to 
others it invokes visions of weakened trees threatened 

Oy vk»ka> pMi p\«sikv. 

Mistletoe thrives by removing moisture and nu¬ 
trients from host trees, says Clyde Elmore, weed 
scientist, UC Cooperative Extension, Davis. It not 
only weakens trees but can cause them to die if they 
are diseased or stressed for water. It should be era¬ 
dicated, he says. 

Common mistletoe grows on ash, walnut, birch, 
elm, maple, locust, cottonwood, buckeye and a few 
other fruit and nut trees. Green or broadieaf mistle¬ 
toes are found in oaks, cypress, white fir, incense 
cedar and western juniper. Dwarf mistletoes infest 
several species of western conifer trees. 

Mistletoe propagates and spreads only by seed. 
Birds feed on the small, waxy white berries but are 
unable to digest the seeds which have a sticky white 
coat. These seeds, dropped by the birds, adhere to 
tree limbs, then germinate. Seeds may also be spread 
from seed clumps to other tree branches. 


The seeds send rootlike structures— called haus- 
toria— into the growing tissue of the tree and take 
moisture and nutrients from it. Mature clumps of

many points of attachment from a single plant. 

By cutting off all mistletoe growth at the point 
of attachment each dormant season when the plant 
is easy to see, you can prevent seeds from being pro¬ 
duced, Elmore says. Although it temporarily sup¬ 
presses the plant, it does not eradicate it. 

For effective control, Elmore recommends pru¬ 
ning out all infe.sted tree limbs each year. Cut off 
one foot or more below attachment points, prefer¬ 
ably at the nearest crotch. 

If mistletoe sprouts from a point that cannot be 
pruned, cut off the growing part of the parasite, 
flush with the tree limb or trunk. Then wrap the point 
of attachment with a band of polyethylene wide 
enough to exclude light and tie with twine or flexible 
tape. Mistletoe cannot survive without light and will 
die within a year or two. The covering material will 
eventually rot and drop off.
